The NWA says 
Scott had full jurisdiction to award 
the belt to Valentine, because Piper 
was unfit to defend himself and did 
not know where he was at the time 
of the stoppage. “‘When I got into 
the ring I asked Piper his name, 
where he was wrestling, and who 
his opponent was,’’ Scott said. 
“When he could not answer me, I 
had no recourse but to stop the

“Movies, sports, plays,’ Mc- 
Naughton said, “but most of all 
World Championship Wrestling 
from Georgia. Now that’s excite- 
ment! I never wanted to go to a 
live wrestling show until those boys 
from Georgia came up here to 
Ohio.” 

McNaughton was sitting ringside 
at the Ohio Center in Columbus, 
and our discussion was cut short 
because the first match of the night 
was about to begin. By the end of 
the evening, I too was caught up in 
the spirit of World Championship 
Wrestling. Great stars like Tommy 
Rich, Ole Anderson, Larry Zbys- 
zko, Dick Murdoch, and Buzz 
Sawyer made for an evening of 
excitement and great wrestling. The 
fans had a great time, cheering, 
booing, and snapping photos of 
their favorites. When the bell rang 
ending the final match, Gerry Mc- 
Naughton came over to me and 
said, “That was an exciting and 
enjoyable night.”’ I couldn’t agree 
more.

HERE IS A vast difference 
in reporting news for the 


print media (newspapers 
and magazines) and being a televi- 
sion journalist. This difference lies 
primarily in the nature of each of 
the media. 

Television is immediate. Some- 
thing happens, and minutes later 
millions of people are not only be- 
ing told about the event but, in 
many cases, they’re actually seeing 
what is happening, right in the 
comfort of their living rooms. 

Newspapers share a sense of im- 
mediacy with TV, especially in ma- 
jor cities where there are morning 
and afternoon newspapers, each 
with a number of different editions. 
Working for a monthly magazine, 
like Pro Wrestling Illustrated, 
presents the reporter with an en- 
tirely different set of circumstances.

It would be impossible for us to 
bring you the “overnight head- 
lines” from around the world, al- 
though we do try our best to keep 
the fans up to date on what’s going 
on in wrestling rings around the 
world, : 
What working on a magazine 
does is afford the writer space; 
more than the two or three minutes 
a story gets on the evening TV 
news, or the few inches a newspa- 
per story occupies. At PWI, we use 
that space to give the reader inside 
views of the sport, analyses of ma- 
jor happenings, special coverage of 
the big main events, and features 
on wrestling’s stars. 

What we gain in some areas we 
lose in others. Occasionally, a ma- 
jor title will change hands as we go 
to press and we simply cannot get 
the information into the current

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magazine. We do try to include 
such items in the Wrestling 
Enquirer feature, as you'll notice 
this month, 

When Editor-in-Chief Peter King 
was approached by the producers 
of World Championship Wrestling 
to present a segment on their tele- 
cast, seen nationwide on cable tele- 
vision’s superstation, WTBS-At- 
lanta, he called a meeting of the 
editorial staff to discuss the 
possibilities. 

“We had a lot of choices,’’ Se- 
nior Editor Bill Apter said. ‘“‘We 
could have used the time to give 
match results or report title 
changes, much in the fashion of 
the short news breaks the TV net- 
works insert between programs. 

“We realized, however, that the 
fans would be more interested in 
learning more about the wrestlers 
they see every week on the pro- 
gram.

If you don’t realize he’s there, he’s 
doing a good job. He realizes what 
his job is. He’s there to interview a 
wrestler, not to display his con-

makes him low man on the to- 
tem pole. He’s really making a 
mockery of the title. 

CRAIG PETERS: How do you feel 
he’s doing that? 

RICH: Well, it’s obvious, isn’t it? 
Just by the fact that he bought 
the championship in the first 
place, the whole nature of the 
title has changed. It doesn’t 
mean as much as it did before. 
You know, you always hear 
people talking about bringing 
respect to a title, or about 
bringing a certain character or 
quality to a championship title 
reign. Zbyszko’s brought a 
quality to his title reign, all 
right, he’s made himself an 
embarassment to all of profes- 
sional wrestling. 

APTER: What kind of action do 
you think the NWA should. take? 
RICH: | think the NWA should 
have taken action immediately 
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after Zbyszko bought the title. 
As soon as that deal was made 


public, NWA President Bob 
Geigel should have made a rul- 
ing and stripped Zbyszko of the 
belt then and there. The longer 
the NWA fails to make any rul- 
ing, the stronger Zbyszko’s 
position. 

PETERS: Why is that? 

RICH: Well, he defends the title 
against all kinds of opponents 
all across the country, in At- 
lanta, in Ohio, in Michigan, and 
the more defenses he makes 
the more valid is his claim to 
the title. I’ve already wrestled 
him several times, and I’m try- 
ing my hardest to get the title 
away from him, but with the 
way he gets help from Killer 
Brooks and the way he kills 
time limit matches by running 
away from me and stepping out 
of the ring, it’s going to be very

hard to get the belt away from 
him. 

SAKS: Changing the subject 
somewhat, Tommy, I'd like to 
switch to some more personal 
questions if that’s all right with 
you.

FRANK DUSEK 
' Southern Champion 


ITH THE RISE of Frank 
Dusek into national promi- 
nence, one can hardly 


question the importance of personal 
management in professional wrestling. 

There isn’t a doubt in the mind of 
any member of the wrestling commu- 
nity that James Julius Caesar Dillon 
played an intricate part in lifting Dusek 
from virtual obscurity into one of the 
most prestigious positions in all of pro- 
fessional wrestling. The tactical mind of 
Dillon’s all but strapped the Southem 
championship belt around Dusek’s 
waist. 

The manager’s talent lies in manipu- 
lation and promotion. He painted his 
first master stroke by getting champion 
Windham to defend the belt against 
Dusek on television. Dusek was an un- 
known quantity, and win or lose, a title 
shot on the Championship Wrestling 
From Florida program would provide 
him with much-needed _ national 
exposure. 

Dillon was also able to insert a no- 
disqualification clause into the contract, 
with Windham’s knowledge and ap- 
proval. Windham, willing to defend the 
belt anytime and under any conditions, 
was severly taken advantage of by Dil- 
lon, whose greatest talent is his ability 
to manipulate the rules to suit his own 
needs. 

To Windham, the no-disqualification 
ruling would mean that it would be a 
tough encounter. To Dusek and Dil-

UNLIKELY CHAMPIONS 


SCOTT McGHEE 
Florida Champion : 


COTT McGHEE IS a “fine 
wrestler.” 
When the sun peeks through 


the clouds in the Northeast and the 
temperature rises above 65 degrees on 
an April afternoon, it’s a “fine day.” 


You ask a friend how he is and he 
says, “I'm fine.” 

As a rule, champions are not fine. 
They are spectactular, amazing, heroic. 
They possess herculean strength, light- 
ning quick reflexes, extraordinary skills. 


They jump higher, move faster, and 
Possess more courage than the Wizard 
of Oz could ever grant the Cowardly 
Lion. 

Still, Scott McGhee is a fine wres- 
tler. This is not to say he isn’t a good 
wrestler. In fact, McGhee is a very 
good wrestler. For a young man, he is 
a well-seasoned professional. The Flor- 
ida fan favorite is as good a technical 
wrestler as there is. He has a strong 
amateur background and a_ solid 
knowledge of ‘the basics. 

McGhee, along with Greg Gagne, 
Jim Brunzell, Jay Strongbow, Tony 
Garea, and Mr. Fuji, is one of the best 
tag team wrestlers active in the sport 
today. McGhee and Terry Allen spent 
hours in the gym perfecting their tim- 
ing, strategy, and teamwork. They 
climbed to the top of the Florida tag 
team scene, defeating The Fabulous 
Kangaroos for the Global champion- 
ship, but later lost the belts back to 
that legendary team. 

McGhee's reputation was as a tag 
team wrestler. He was a most unlikely 
candidate for a singles championship. 
No one, not his partner Allen, not 
Charlie Cook, Barry Windham, nor 
Ron Bass, ever thought that their 
friend Scott McGhee would be wres- 
fling John Heffeman for the Florida 
State heavyweight championship. 

These unusual circumstances were 
made even more unusual by the par- 
ticipants involved. Heffernan, half of 
The Kangaroos, and McGhee were the 
winners of a drawing to wrestle for the 
title vacated by the injured Mike 
Graham. 

Once again, JJ. Dillon played a ma- 
jor role in the outcome of the match. 
Heffeman’s scheming manager again 
got a no-disqualification clause put into

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BRUNO SAMMARTINO: 
WAS HE THE GREATEST 
WWF CHAMPION EVER? 


Through the 1960s and ’70s, Bruno 
Sammartino raised the sport of 
wrestling to a level of popularity that 
it had never before enjoyed. There’s 
no question that he was the most 
loved WWF champion of all time, but 
is his popularity reason enough to say 
that Bruno was the greatest WWF 
champion ever? It’s up to you, the 
fans, to decide that question 


UHAMMAD ALI did 

it for boxing. Jack 

(Nicklaus did it for 
golf. Pele did it for soccer. 

Bruno Sammartino did it for 
wrestling. 

What these men did was 
something very rare, something 
very special. They transcended 
their respective sports and 
popularized them to a nation of 
eager sports fans. 

For years, wrestling fans 
knew of the sport’s greats: Ed 
“Strangler” Lewis, Lou Thesz, 
Bronko Nagurski, and Verne 
Gagne are only a few of the 
most well-known names in the 
annals of wrestling. 

While all of these men have 
written a chapter in wrestling’s 
history book, no one man was 
able to reach the massive cross 
section of the American public 
necessary to bring professional 
wrestling into its own as a 
spectator sport. 

Until Bruno Sammartino. 

When Bruno defeated Buddy 
Rogers in New York’s Madison 
Square Garden in 48 seconds 
on May 17, 1963, he ushered in 
a golden age of professional 
wrestling. 

The name Bruno Sammartino 
became synonymous with the 
sport of wrestling. People who 
had never seen a wrestling 
match in their lives knew about 
Bruno Sammartino. People be- 
came wrestling fans strictly be- 


cause of Bruno and the incred- 
ible charisma that he brought 
to the sport. 

Bruno’s first title reign was 
the longest in WWF history. Fi- 
nally, after more than 7! years 
as champion, Bruno was de- 
throned by Ivan Koloff on Janu- 
ary 18, 1971. Sammartino would 
go on to regain the belt on De- 
cember 10, 1973, when he de- 
feated Stan Stasiak in Madison 
Square Garden. 

In the years that Brino was 
champion, he’ brought a level 
of dignity and respect to the 
WWF title, and to the sport it- 
self, which hasn't been 
matched since. He defended 
the WWF belt all over the 
world against the top contend- 
ers in wrestling. 

But while Bruno was wres- 
tling’s goodwill ambassador to 
the world, was he in fact the 
greatest WWF champion ever? 

It’s hard to say. Since the in- 
ception of the WWF back in 
1963, the WWF has had seven 
champions: 


Buddy Rogers: The WWF 
was formed early in 1963. Rog- 
ers, having already had a reign 
as NWA champion, won a tour- 
nament to determine the first 
WWF heavyweight champion. 
He claims to have invented the 
figure-four leglock, with which 
he won the majority of his 
matches. 


BUDDY ROGERS 


Bruno Sammartino: The only 
two-time WWF champion, Sam- 
martino’s total reign as WWF 
champion was over 11 years. 
He defeated Rogers and Stan 
Stasiak to win his titles. To this 
‘day, Sammartino’s backbreaker 
and bearhug are two of the 
most talked-about maneuvers in 
the sport.

Jack Brisco was at ringside the 
night Piper took the belt from 
Humperdink’s = most —_accom- 
plished warrior, Greg Valentine. 
Naturally, Brisco was elated at 
Piper’s success. He was also 
scared for the future of wrestling. 
The look in Piper's eyes as the 
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belt encircled his waist sent cold 
shivers through Jack. 

Later, Brisco talked to a small 
group of reporters. He was hesi- 
tant to do it, but he felt it impor- 
tant that his fears be made pub- 
lic. He hoped it would act as 
some kind of check on Roddy. 

“Now that he’s champion,” 
Jack began, “Roddy’s ego will 
blossom again. I saw it in his 


eyes tonight. He’s gone from 
concerned athlete to conqueror 
of the world. | worry that his suc- 
cess will make him forget his 
mission to stop Humperdink. Sir 
Oliver may be upset tonight, but 
he won't be too sorry tomorrow. 
He'll have figured out that losing 
the belt might be the best thing 
that ever happened to his crew. 
Humperdink will throw some los- 


ers up against Roddy, keep the § 


champ happy, and work around 
him. Roddy will never know that 
he’s a paper champion. The real 
ruler will be Humperdink. When 
the time is right, Humperdink 
will go after Roddy and Roddy 
will be overwhelmed. 

“| want Roddy to read this. I'll 
tell him before it’s printed, but | 
want him to know my thoughts 
are for public record. Over the 
past few months, I’ve grown to 
admire Piper as much as any 
man I’ve ever met. He’s a special 
person, but he’s not perfect. To 
protect the man Roddy has been, 
it’s my duty to wrestling to pre- 
vent Roddy from becoming the 
man | fear he can be. It’s fright- 


ening to think of what might » 


happen. People who are cheering 
now may look back on this night 
and cry.” 

In the days that followed, 
Brisco’s fears were echoed by 
several wrestlers. Many began 
their statements by admitting to 
be surprised at how deeply they 
admire Piper. Only when they 
were threatened with losing his 
leadership did they realize how 
much they had grown to depend 
on him. Like Brisco, they hoped 
by going public with their fears 
that Piper would pay attention. It 
was the only option they had. 

As might be expected, Piper 
was less than honored by this 
outpouring. Roddy has never 
taken criticism well, and this was 
coming at him before he even 
did anything. What’s more, the 
slams were coming from people 
Piper considered his friends. That 
they had his. best interests at 
heart didn’t affect the way Roddy 
felt. 

But Piper is a complex man. 
While he might be angry at the 
people who doubt him, he is 
wise enough to share their 
doubts. After he enjoyed a tirade 
against his comrades, Piper set- 
tled into a deeply reflective 
mood. It soon became clear that 


Piper, who can be as vicious in the ring as any rulebreaker, wraps Valentine’s leg around the middle 
rope. Piper’s friends—and even Piper himself—question just how much winning the U.S. title will 
affect the new champion. 


he shared the worries. 

‘What I've been doing,” Roddy 
said, “may be the most important 
thing I’ve ever done. It will give 
me a kind of immortality. Even if 
no one remembers who led the 
battle against Humperdink, the 
fact of his defeat will live forever. 
Even if they don’t remember 
Humperdink’s name, it will be 
common knowledge that you can 
stop an invading army if you try 
hard enough. 

“I've never claimed to be per- 
fect. | know it’s hard for people 
to realize a genius isn’t perfect, 
but it’s true. If title fever gets into 


my blood, then my crusade 
against Humperdink is over. I 
know what happens to me at 
those times. | stop thinking about 
anything else but my belt. If you 
haven’t had the fever, you can’t 
imagine what it’s like. | know too 
well what the fever is like.” 
This may be the strangest title 
reign in wrestling history. A 
champion is afraid of his belt, his 
friends are depressed at his suc- 
cess, and it may be the best 
thing that ever happened to his 
enemies. Only Roddy Piper could 
bring so much confusion to the

Excuse me if | don’t get too ex- 
cited about it. 

You know, -everyone is making 
such a big deal about Slaughter’s 
comeback, mainly because of 
what happened last time he was 
here in the WWF. 

You don’t remember? Well, it 
turns out Slaughter had Bob 
Backlund in the cobra clutch, and 
it looked as if Backlund was going 
to submit. All of a sudden, here 
comes Arnold Skoaland up to the 
ting brandishing a chair and 
bringing it down on Slaughter’s 
head. 

I'm not going to say Skoaland’s 
a coward, but he did hit Sarge 
from behind. 

Actually, now that | go over the 
events of a couple of years ago, | 
realize how little respect | have for 
Backlund and the way he’s kept 
his title from match to match. 

With Slaughter’s return, | would 
say that Backlund hasn’t got a 
chance, except for the fact that 
Slaughter is coming off a major 
loss: Rick Steamboat and Jay 
Youngblood recently captured the 


Mid-Atlantic tag team belts from 
Slaughter and Don Kernodle in a 
bloody cage match. 

No doubt Backlund signed the 
match because he knew that 
coming off of such a loss, Slaugh- 
ter would be* easier to defeat. 

The mark of a champion, right? 
Hell, even the WWF programs at 
the arenas recognize NWA titlist 
Ric Flair as “World Champion” 
and Backlund only as “WWF 
champion.” It’s no secret: Back- 
lund is a minor figure in the world 
of professional wrestling. It’s too 
bad that people are only now 
waking up to that reality. 

Let’s look at the facts. If Back- 
lund took on Slaughter when the 
Sarge was at full strength, do you 
think the chicken wing would be 
an even match for the cobra 
clutch? 

Don’t make me laugh. 

Have you seen Slaughter drop- 
kick? He’s devastating, and the 
amazing thing about it is that | 
never would have expected him 
to do a dropkick in the ring, he’s 
more the tough-it-out type of wres- 
tler. But Slaughter is versatile, 
where sometimes it seems as if 
all Backlund can do is put a head- 
lock on a guy. 

You know as well as | do that 
Slaughter would take Backlund 


During his first stay in the WWF in 1980, Slaughter became embroiled in a feud with Bruno 


Sammartino. Bruno narrowly avoids being hit over the head by a chair swung by the sergeant, 


and wipe the ring with him, unless 
Skoaland was on hand and near 
a chair again. 

Because Slaughter has enough 
mean in him, enough tough to go 
the distance in matches such as 
the aforementioned cage match 
with Steamboat and Youngblood. 

In a fair match between Back- 
lund and Slaughter, with no 
Skoaland, no chairs, and plenty of 
rest for both men, I'd give the 
match to Slaughter. 

Right now, with Slaughter com- 
ing off that tag team belt loss, it’s 
got to go to Backlund. Even if 


Slaughter says he feels good 
physically, the mental strain will 
still be there. 

And of course many people be- 
lieve that the WWF referees pro- 
tect Backlund, either consciously 
or subconsciously, so that is an- 
other point in Backlund’s favor. 

So Sgt. Slaughter has returned 
to the WWF, has he? Well, con- 
sidering all the advantages that 
Backlund has, the Sarge doesn’t 
have even a slim chance of de- 
throning Backlund.

lon, that clause would add an entirely 
new chapter to their how-to-break-the- 
rulebook.

what had happened to Windham the 
week before, found the presence of 
mind to climb to the ring apron.

What | want to discuss, how- 
ever, is the decision to hand the 
belt over to Valentine following the 
stoppage.

Regardless of the fact that the 
match was stopped for Piper's 
own protection, Scott had no right 
to arbitrarily turn the belt over to 
Valentine, the man who had ille- 
Qally inflicted the injury in the first 
place. Allowed to stand, this deci- 
sion would serve as a gross injus- 
tice to both Roddy Piper and the 
sport of wrestling as a whole. 

Ric Flair Ordered To Defend 
NWA World Title Against Tony 
Atlas: Just where Ric Flair got the 
idea that as champion he can de- 
cide which men he will allow to 
wrestle for his title, I'll never 
know. Flair’s wrestling talent is 
only exceeded by his gall. In the 
past, the NWA champion always 
wrestled the man the NWA Rat- 
ings Committee deemed the num- 
ber one challenger. If Flair is al- 
lowed to choose his own 


challengers, what's to stop him 
from selecting only the wrestlers 
he knows he can beat? 

But Bob Geigel has _ finally 
taken a stand. Tony Atlas had 
worked his way to the top chal- 
lenger’s position in Georgia but 
was denied a title shot by Flair. 
The NWA president was outraged 
and told Flair on national TV that 
he would strip him of his cham- 
pionship if he did not agree to 
immediately sign a contract to 
wrestle Atlas. A champion is 
above his fellow wrestlers by the 
nature of his title. But a champion 
is never above the entire sport. 
Bravo, Bob Geigel. 

Pro Wrestling Illustrated 
Drops Recognition of WWF 
World Title: This decision (result- 
ing from a unanimous decision of 
the PW/I editorial board) is regret- 
table but necessary. The WWF 
heavyweight title, long ranked 
equally with the NWA and AWA 
heavyweight championships as 
wrestling’s three most prestigious 
titles, has lost much of the credi- 
bility it had through the 1960s and 
'70s. Much like boxing’s World 
Boxing Council and World Boxing 


In a landmark decision that declares that the NWA World champion cannot pick and choose his 
challengers, NWA President Bob Geigel ordered Ric Flair to put his title on the line against Tony 
Atlas. 


Association, the WWF, NWA, and 
AWA had shared equal claims to 
the “world title” for many years. 
But while the WWF champions of 
the ’60s and ’70s put their title on 
the line all over the world, Bob 
Backlund rarely, if ever, defends 
his belt away from the WWF's 
Northeastern base. And while the 
champions of the NWA and AWA 
defend their titles against rule- 
breakers and scientific wrestlers 
alike, Bob Backlund only makes 
defenses against those wrestlers 
who present opposite styles from 
his. 

We do not place the blame for 
the decline of the WWF title on 
Bob Backlund; he is a superior 


al 
Rather than signing Bob Backlund and Pedro 
Morales to wrestle as a team, why don't WWF 
promoters sign them to wrestle each other? 


wrestler and a credit to the sport. 
The blame rests entirely on the 
shoulders of the promoters. It is 
unfortunate that Backlund and fu- 
ture WWF champions must pay 
for the lack of judgment of these 
men. It is also unfortunate that a 
man like Bruno Sammartino, who 
reigned as WWF champion for 11 
years, must see the title he 
worked to make so highly re- 
spected tarnished by the actions 
of men who sit behind a desk. 
PWI will continue to recognize 
the WWF heavyweight title as an 
important regional title. It’s with 
great sadness that we can no 
longer regard it in the same man- 
ner we regard the NWA and AWA 
titles.

versational skills. That’s why I re- 
spect the man, and why I asked 
him for a few pointers.” 

And what did Solie suggest to 
Apter? ‘‘He said, ‘Be direct, and 
keep your questions short and to 
the point.’” 

“J wasn’t used to the time re- 
straint at first,’ Associate Editor 
Craig Peters said. “There is so 
much going on in the Georgia area 
that we could probably fill the 
whole show. What we have to do 
is get to the heart of the matter 
immediately. It’s an adjustment for 
me. Working for PWI has spoiled 
me. 

“T suggested that we take ques- 
tions from the fans,” Peters contin- 
ued. “‘They’re the people who read 
the magazine, they’re the people 
who want to know the wrestlers. 


Wrestling fans, in my opinion, are 
more knowledgeable than fans of 
any other sport.

, 7 OU MIGHT HAVE already looked at the new 
ratings system on the two pages that follow. 
Considering that there are over 140 names 

on those fwo pages, the editors of Pro Wrestling 

Illustrated felt that a page of “Ratings Analysis” 

would be a helpful guide. 

This, then, is the first installment of what will be a 
monthly feature in Pro Wrestling Illustrated. We 
hope you enjoy it. Future “Ratings Analysis” columns 
will explain various aspects of the ratings system. We 
hope to be able to clarify the actual rankings of 
individual wrestlers and the process by which those 
rankings are made. 


Who are all these people, anyway? Prior to this 
issue, Pro Wrestling Illustrated rated wrestlers in only 
six categories: NWA, AWA, WWF, Tag Teams, Most 
Popular, and Most Hated. 

Now, instead of six categories, we're presenting 
14! Most of these you're already familiar with, but a 
few might be new to you. A quick rundown follows: 


Top 10: This will be the top 10 wrestlers nation- 
wide as chosen by the editors of Pro Wrestling Illus- 
trated. Rankings will be made on the basis of ability, 
quality of opposition, and won-lost records for the 
past month. A wrestler need not be a champion to 
qualify. Regional considerations (whether a wrestler 
competes in Florida or Chicago or wherever) do not 
matter. 

Tag Teams: Again, a team does not necessarily 
have to hold championship belts in order to qualify 


for this ranking prepared by the editors. Some teams, 
such as The Freeebirds, are comprised of three mem- 
bers, so combined weights are calculated using all 
three members of the team. 

Most Popular, Most Hated: No change 
from our previous system of ratings. (A fuller ex- 
planation of how rankings are determined can be 
found above the ratings themselves.) 

NWA, AWA, WWF: No change from our pre- 
vious system of ratings. NWA and AWA World 
champions Flair and Bockwinkel, and WWF titlist 
Backlund are listed along with the top 10 challengers 
to their respective titles. 

Georgia, Florida, Mid-Atlantic, World 
Class, Northwest: These five areas are all affili- 
ated with the NWA, the world’s: largest wrestling 
organization. The category “Northwest” refers to the 
Pacific Northwest, centered around Portland, Oregon, 
and Seattle, Washington. Regional champions are 
rated number one, with the exception of Florida. In 
that area, the Southern heavyweight champion is 
rated number one and the Florida champion occu- 
pies the number two spot. Any future deviation from 
these standards will be explained in an accompany- 
ing “Ratings Analysis” page. 

Mid-South, Southwest: Neither of these ar- 
eas recognizes either the NWA or the AWA World 
titles. In the Mid-South area, the number one position 
is occupied by the North American champion. In the 
Southwest area, the Southwest heavyweight cham- 
pion sits atop the 10 rated grapplers. oO
